M r. Frank > 1 . Hoyt, a well known corporation lawyer, recently 
' ddirered a lectOTe on Socialism befcHX the Uem’s Club in this 
•city. ^ evkientiy tried to give a (air statement of SocWtsm. 
and aride from the error tl^ be considered the **iton law of 
waipH.’* as {anmiiated by Jlicardo and repeated by Laasatlc. a part of 
Soculinic doctrine, he succeeded pretty well. 


But he concluded: 

‘''Hic ohjfctioo which U the mod potent in this couhtry U> the sceepUnee of 
the Sorialisls' pcopoesl that the stale HiaU own or eontiol property to toe degree 
adied by them, is the feeling that such a plan would result in the tyranny of the 
state, SM absolntdy destroy all individual freedom. 

‘‘The idea is thus eapreared by Judge Orvucup in s recent address: 

" 'The deepest instinct of the American b the instinct of indi ’ idual freedom. 
Beginning with hiasalf, and those who depend upon him, the American will will¬ 
iam surrender nothing to tbs community that be feeb bound in oonsrieoee to 
petfoim himself; nothing to the larger community, called the state, that be feels 
. slMold be parfonned by the smaUer community of which l>e b proportionally a 
' faigA fhi(7 nothing to the nation that he feeb should be psrfenxml by the state. 

'"And when you ask him in the interest of thb or any other cause to separate 
himself (anhsr and farther from individual control of those duties that are dearest 
to him—the aduestion of hb children, their rdigiaua training, the whole circle of 
what be has always loeked upon as a psraonat responsifaility—^you ask him to sue- 
lender a thing that rather thrm surrender be will abandon the eanse.’ 

"Anotbarabjartion, to at bast the present suggestions of the party, bfound 
in what b claimed to be its failure to formulate meaiures, wbiofa shall operate in a 
p^tical manner against the erUs of which they complain, without doing that 
whkh b confcasedly Impoawble, namely: immcAtely subvert and change our 
eatue esisttiw qrstam.

The trouble with our honest opponents—for there are also dis- 
boaett opponents, who deal in all kinds of scientife fibs, the hollow¬ 
ness of which they themselves recogniae—lies in the fact that these 
honest opponents cannot, in their train of thought, suflficientty abstract 
from present conditions. This explains why so many people are 
frightened away from Social-Oeinocracy by all kinds of catch-words 
ana phrases. 

And the objet^n that is raised with special empliasis against 
Social-Democracy is that the Co-opcrati\'e Commonweahh is inron- 
jiftem rvilh "individual freedom." 

Now we could make very short work of this. 

We could simply answer that the fetenl society does not grant 
freedom to the individual. 

We could point to the fact that the great majority of our fellow 
c^ens, during all their lives, are in the service of others. All their 
lives the ^cat majority must work according to the wish and will of 
■ amall mmoritr. And these workers and their families do not get 
gran enough to eat, cannot dress themselves properly or live in a de¬ 
cent home upon the wages they receive. And besidm. they are not al¬ 
lowed to sp«^ and act at they feel. If they do so, they nm the risk 
of losing work and livelihood. 

We coold prove tiiat wen tlw well-to-do classses are not free at 
presenL They are tied in their business life by com^etUion. in their 
IMiitica], refigwos and sodal life by eonsideratious of their fosition, by 
public 'offinian and by the pressure of the powerful. 

And this is Mr. Hoyt’s case, for instance.

Thus much has already been admitted by every unprejudiced ob- 
KTver, tiiat our present society does not in renlily give to iu members 
that freedom, whidi the constitution promises—the Fourth of July 
orators notwiAstanding. 

Herbert Spencer, who opposed Sodalisnl because he feared the 
'dangers to kidividual libeny. was unprejudiced enough to admit 
that if he had only the choice between our present capitalistic society 
and Ae Socialist system, he would unhesitatingly prefer the latter. 
And this just from the standpoint of Ihe real and actual, and not of the 
imagined, freedom of the individual. 

I could further point out that every forward step of culture 
driBzatioa generally is connected with a certain restriction of per¬ 
sonal liberty. Tlw further we advance, the ii;:<re fields are witb- 
drawm from Bie discretion of the individual, and put under the control 
of the community. Even today our entire sute rests on'the restriction 
of . the b1>erty of the iiuiividual. 

Compulsory education and taxation—to speak only of these fbunda- 
Epns of our present government-—are sim^’restrictions of onr per¬ 
gonal libeny. But would Mr. Hoyt on that account wish to go back to 
the times when rw father was compelled to send bis children to school 
^ when nobody knew anything of taxation? Such regiotu stiU exist 
•—in Central Asia and in Coitral Africa. Yet every one or us knows r

"■The mumciit we describe the 
government of a people, its social 
taws, we know what sort of sins to 
expect within the nation. Ift for 
example’, slavery is permitted by 
law. we shall e.xpect to see the 
brotliorliood principle of Christ 
coimnoiily vioiatcil by a disregard 
of the cliaslity, the sanctity of man- 
liood. ilie value of human life of the 
I j slave population by its masters. 

"So, with fciulal abiLscs that fol¬ 
lowed the age when slavery ceaseil 
to lx: the economic lasts of so¬ 
ciety. .-Vbiiscs were there still in 
abtimlancc. Some of them received 
their fiial death blow only by the 
burning scunt ami vitriol of the pen 
of \'ultaire. i'or ages in medieval 
Europe the lendal lord was a vic¬ 
tim of certain tcmirtatiuns wliicli 
Uie law pennitted to exist. The 
law gave him jiower over the serf 
which brought tlie temptation to 
abuse tlie power. 

Of the moral state he said: 

"There is a large class of well 
wishers to stwiely and a much larger 
class of selfish men who Iioid tiat 
the only way to correct abuses is 
to regenerate society. Eradicate 
the sin from men’s hearts, trans¬ 
form selfishness into unselfishness, 
greed and dishonesty into integrity 
and higb-mindedness, let the spirit¬ 
ual leaven of Christ work in the 
heart, only so can you correct the 
evils that' afflict us. They argue 
tliat tlie law on the spitute bwks can 
not clunge human nature. Hence 
they look with suspicion upon all 
agiUlion to correct by legislation 
wliat ought to be corrected by moral 
conversion. 

“.Society can itol afford to wait 
for the conversion of every one of 
itS/Ancnibers before it removes cer¬ 
tain temptations. All that bad men, 
selfish men ask is freedom. The 
bad rich man wants to be free to 
use his power as he will. Freedom 
is what that unsightly host of in¬ 
dustrial princes want, who liave 
nearly wrecked our nation and 
thrown' us into Socialisin. They 
siftiply'desire to be free to do what 
they wilL Frceskxn is all the-men 
asked who made'adulterated foods, 
and poisoned diefficines, and gave 
short weights. They wanted free¬ 
dom to exploit society for tlieir sclf- 
isli profits. 

“Now, it is folly to wait for such 
men’s conversion before we right 
our wrongs. The evolution of mor¬ 
al* and society has proceeded along 
quite another line. Business self¬ 
ishness can be converted far more 
quickly by wise lemslation, w-hich 
restricts commercial freedom, titan 
bv harmless platitudes in- the 
churches where commercialism 
loves to keep them, is willing to 
siipport them, ami deem it wliole- 
some for the poor and good people 
in general. 

' "Tile law, the public opinion 
which prevent* a certain type of 
man from making a brute of him¬ 
self for profit, not onlv protects so¬ 
ciety, hut ultimately nelps to edu¬ 
cate the brute. 

"One way to help on social evo¬ 
lution, to spread the ethics of Christ, 
ia patiently to win all men, one by 
'one, to your ideal. Thai inigbl Ukc 
a millkin years, and still leave the 
unregenerate tenth to prey upon so¬ 
ciety. There is anotner far more 
pr.xrtical way of abolishing sin. Re¬ 
strict men’s freedom. Let the best 
pubHc cminion, the highest ideals, 
the better human nature reflect 
themselves in legislation,' safe¬ 
guards, and sanctions.”' 

Of course, there are some things 
in the reverend gentleman’s posi¬ 
tion that would not go far enough 
to satisfy the ideas of a Socialist. 
The law does not merely liaf^n; 
social evolution works through it. 
As the era of capitaNsm wanes and 
the era of Socialism gradually 
dawns, the law will reflect more and 
more the change in the ideas of 
right and wrom* growing out of Uk 
new economic bS^ The law is so¬ 
cle’s means of registering its 
will but a law to amount to any¬ 
thing must reflect the economic in¬ 
terests of the majority. Men are 
fqrced to pitilessly exploit their fel- 
kms todav, to pina their faces 
through tie prom system, to plun¬ 
der the worktf s in ind'jstry through 
wage' labor, because the c^- 
talist svstem forces them to it

How all forei|m consideratioos, which today de¬ 
termine the ritoice of work, will fall away I & much the more, be¬ 
cause then the educational institutions will be open to all competent 
person*. Xol the money-bag, but solely ability, talent, and inclina¬ 
tion will decide. There is some genius bidden in almost everv person.. 
And every young man and every young woman will have time to be- 
ccxne clearly conscious of his or her inclinations and gift*. 

And should any one have been mistaken about his or her choice of 
woilc, how much easier wilt be the transition to another sphere of ac¬ 
tion than it is today.
